O  Canada!  Our  fathers'  land  of  old. 

Thy  brow  is  crown'd  with  leaves  of  red  and  gold. 

Beneath  the  shade  of  the  Holy  Cross 

Thy  children  own  their  birth. 

No  stains  thy  glorious  annals  gloss. 

Since  valour  shields  thy  hearth. 

Almighty  God  !  on  Thee  we  call. 

Defend  our  rights,  forfend  this  nation's  thrall. 
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ON  tlif  hijjh  anniversary  of  the  \'if- 
torv  of  Stoncv  Crt-fk  wc  are  met 
not  to  glorify  a  loiiHiit  between 
kindred  men,  Init  rather  are  we  assem- 
bled together  to  dechiate  with  thank- 
ful hearts  this  monument  to  the 
memory  of  men  who  jjave  their  H\es  for 
a  priiuiple. 

I'he  triun^ph  of  our  patriot  fathers  be- 
neatii  this  historic  hill  laid  safe  and  sure 
the  foundations  of  a  nation  yet  to  be,  and 
we,  their  prospering  heirs,  possess 
in  peaee  the  rijfhts  and  liberties  for 
whieh  their  lives  were  spent.  Well 
mij^ht  a  eonN  iitiny;  conseieiue  wait  upon 
those  w  ho  in  the  lonj^  aj;o  sought  to  im- 
pose upon  our  freedoni-lo\in^  fathers  a 
freedom  foreign  to  their  faith,  and  ruth- 
lessly let  loose  the  latent  passions  of  a  kins- 
men's war. 

Look  out  upon  these  smilinjr  rields 
mar;xi'ied  by  emerald  heiy;hts  anil  the 
celestial  blue  of  old  Ontario,  and  meas- 
ure the  princely  patrimony  come  down 
to  us  throuj^h  their  j^reat  sacritice!  Ip- 
on  the  momentous  stru^jijle  of  this  war 
depended  whether  Canada  ,^houKl  be 
bond  or  free.  That  she  is  free  is  due  to 
spirit  of  our  ancestors  on  this  and  other 
rields  a  full  century  aji;o.  There  is  I  trust 
no  essential  difference  between  those  who 
jrather  about  this  shaft  today  and  the\  who 
so  nobly  contended  for  our  ri_i,dits  and 
liberties  in  the  lon;^  aj^o.  May  the  Can- 
adian  of  this  and  future  da\s  even    as    his 


forrlw-iirs  of  a  rontiirv  ajjo,  In-  ever  foiiml 
slioiililt-r  tti  sliDiildfr  with  his  Mriti>h 
lirothcr  w  hill  ri^ht  and  ihifv  rail  to  mt- 
vivr. 

Ilfff  was  staged  one  of  the  most  san- 
miinary  sicmu's  in  that  drt-atl  drama  that 
inadf  \\a\  f»»r  a  IVairthat  has  now  hlt-ss- 
fd  two  kindrt'd  pcoplrs  for  a  himdri-d 
\fars.  Ma\  the  latlu-r  of  nations  ^i\ r 
untohoth  surh  w  ise  forlH-aranir  as  nia\  in- 
snrt-  a  liki-i-onilition  iorcfntiirifstoionif. 
May  the  rattle  of  inuskftr\  and  the  roar 
of  Kuns  inner  more  rouse  the  awful  ech- 
oes of  w  ar  w  ithin  this  smiling  vale,  and 
ma\  those  w  ho  ti-.ii  h  their  rhildren  from 
the  self-same  pa^eof  ho|\  w  rit  show  forth 
in  aetion  thetenetsof  their  eommon  faith. 

Ma\  this  monument  impress  upon  the 
wavside  traveller  and  upon  the  scholar  on 
his  wa\  to  SI  hool  that  in  the  earlier  \ears 
<;f  his  countrv's  histor\  his  eause  was 
fought  upon  this  saered  soil  hy  men  of 
hi^h  and  nohle  ilarinj^,  who  aeiounted 
life  itself  not  so  dear  as  the  rights  and 
hherties  they  possessed  under  the  gentle 
swa>  of  Britain's  siejUre.  Hut  the  real 
and  endurinj^  moiuiment  is  not  that  seen 
with  the  outer  e\e.  This  massive  maso?i- 
r\  reared  In  patient  hands,  these  entab- 
latures lomposed  vv  ith  siholars'  eunnin^ 
do  ,iot  eonstiture  the  true  memorial  to 
our  illustrious  dead.  An  imperishable 
memorial  is  set  in  the  hearts  of  a  grateful 
pe(  nie  and  there  are  enshrined  the  names 
of  llarvey  and  his  }j;allant  men.  There 
shali  they  live  from  jjeneration  to  jrener- 
ation  and  so  lonjr  as  virtue  dwells  within 
Canadian  breasts. 

The  possession  of  broad  acres,  of  in- 
numerable imlustrics,  of  threat  finaneial 
institutions  and  other  forms  of  personal 
and  public  wealth,  will  not  prove  our 
tower  of  sole  defeiue  in  thedav  of  a  future 
visitation.  We  must  be  stron<r  in  body, 
soul  and  spirit  if  we  woulil  hold  those 
rif^hts  and  liberties  won  for  us  on  manv  a 
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hard  fttii^ht  held  and  hand  thrin  on  in- 
tart  if  not  i*nrii  hrti  to  fiitiirr  ^fruTations. 

I  ,«*t  it  <-vt*r  Ik-  rnniMiduTrd  to  thr  ^florv 
of  thf  motherland  that  in  our  day  of 
errati-st  nccil  and  lu-r  nvvil  too.  she  sent 
licr  soidit-rsand  Iut  sailors  too.  to  help  her 
stru^j^flinjf  child  a;;ai.i.>t  an  unproxoked 
a^jjressor.  Ami  too,  lest  we  forget,  she  at 
the  same  time  strained  herself  to  hattle  for 
the  freedom  of  a  worlil  and  jjlorioiisly 
o'erthrew  Napoleon  in  the  zenith  of  his 
pow  er. 

Let  this  monumetital  pile  he  the  testi- 
mon\  of  this  after  (generation  of  jjrateful 
reiiuMnhraiue  of  heroie  souls  w  hose  devot- 
ion t«)  Kinj;  and  (.ountry  preser\eil  to  us 
this  ^roodly  Northern  Land. 

Shall  ever  ajfain  iome  hostile  men  not 
o'er  forest  trails  hut  on  the  w  iny;sof  moil- 
ern  craft  to  spread  havoe  in  this  now 
peaceful  vale?  Shall  the  vine\ards  that 
will  later  empurple  the  hillsides  with 
their  ro\al  {u-ndants  he  torn  In  shot  and 
shell  ami  shall  e\er  ajj;ain  iiwaders'  camp- 
fires  devour  the  fields  and  orchards  w  here 
Autumn  garners  her  j^old  and  crimson 
store?  Shall  thrivinj^  \illaji;es  ami  pros- 
perinjj;  tow  ns  know  ever  a;:;ain  the  tramp 
of  warring  men.  and  yonder  city,  that 
eelehrates  with  us  her  century  of  pro- 
j^ress,  renew  the  rollinj^  earthworks  that 
mark  hrave  Vincent's  line  of  last  defence? 
Shall  she  ever  know  the  smell  of  war's 
foul  smoke  ami  feel  the  shock  of  liurstinj; 
shell  and  fallint;  tower?  Ma_\  IVovideiue 
prevent  such  thinj^s. 

Surely  it  must  he  the  heartfelt  pra\er 
(  .all  assemhled  here  tli..t  this  memorial 
convey  to  the  remotest  Canadian  poster- 
ity that  in  this  our  day  of  ^row  in^  great- 
ness and  of  ahoundinji;  prosperity  we 
counted  it  lovinji;  service  to  loxally  cele- 
brate the  virtues  of  our  valourous  forebears 
w  ho  stro\e  and  stri\injf  won  upon  this 
fateful  field. 

lint  the  safety  of  a  nation  lies  not  alone 


in  prayers.  The  piping  clays  of  peace 
may  ftnd  us  fat  in  purse  but  lean  in  soul. 
'I'he  savinjj  grace  of  a  people  lies  not  in 
its  material  but  in  its  spiritual  resources. 
If,  therefore,  we  would  be  truly  strong 
u  e  must  cultivate  a  lofty  love  of  country, 
maintain  a  sturdy  spirit  in  reserve,  and 
train  ourselves  for  high  and  noble  service 
for  kith  and  kin  w  here'er  they  be.  Bet- 
ter return  to  the  dangers  and  privations 
of  thelongag(,,and  hold  those  homely  vir- 
tues that  then  preserved  the  state,  than  to 
ride  on  the  wings  of  the  >\ind,  to  be 
clothed  in  purple  and  rtne  linen,  to  dine 
sumptuously  every  day,  and  in  tlie  end  to 
lose  the  soul  of  a  once  worthy  people. 

Unless  we  weave  into  the  fabric  of  our 
li\es  the  lesson  taught  by  Stoney  Creek, 
its  stones  and  tablets  w  ill  have  little  mean- 
ing for  this  Canadian  people,  and  the  lov- 
ing labours  of  the  President  and  members 
of  thissociety,  to  whom  be  all  honour,  will 
in  the  end  prove  of  little  worth. 

in  the  dominant  spirit  displayed  by  the 
men  of  Oueenston  Heights,  of  Stoney 
Creek,  of  Chateaugua>,  of  Chr\sler's 
Farm  and  Lund\  's  Lane  lay  in  their  da\ 
the  safety  of  Nation  and  Empire  anti  shall 
so  lie  w  hilst  these  entlure. 

May  the  tale  of  Stoney  Creek  be  told 
beside  unnumbered  firesides  in  the  long 
hereafter  of  our  Country's  history  anil 
may  its  telling  arouse  young  souls  to  high 
enclea\our  for  home  and  natixe  land. 
W'lieii  dangers  th, eaten,  let  us  learn  as 
the\  of  old  the  wisdom  of  "unity  in  our 
II  uiuils,"  and  seek  in  all  we  think  and 
:  ay  and  do  lo  b.armonize  the  \aried  ele- 
ments composing  this  Caiuuia  of  ours 
— tliat  li\ing  mass  of  Briton,  Celt  antl 
(iaul.  that  human  trinity,  which,  happily 
liarmoni/ed  and  fittingly  fashioned  to- 
gether shall  be  the  \er\  bod\ ,  soul  and 
spir  r  of  this  \oiing  nation  of  illimitable 
possibilities. 
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May  God  preserve  thee,  Canada, 

Tho'  child  among  the  Nations, 
'Mid  Proudest  lands,  strong  hearts  and  hands
